M. Micbelin questioned the government 
regarding the recall of M. Laroclie, tbe 
French resident in Madagascar, and the 
government's intention aa to colonizing 
and governing tho island. In doing so 
lie declared tbatKnglish gold was at the 
bottom of the Hova rising and that the 
Ilovas and ;M. Laroche were pensioners 
of the I'^nglieli. 

The minister of the colonies pointed 
out that the rumored iiilluence of the 
political personage referi^d to had been 
already denied. M. Michelin wished to 
insist upon bis questioning, but the pre- 
sident of tbe chamber interrupted him, 
saying that the bouse was only cogni- 
zant of ministerial acts. M. Michelin 
then nskcd for explanations on the sub- 
j'^ct of tbe state of slavery said to exist 
in certain parts of the island. Garrioli's 
concession tbo deputy claimed to be a 
complete abandonment of Madagascar 
to the lOiigliah. 

M. ].,el)on answered that the circular 
abolishing slavery liad been published 
and was bci:;^ eiilorceti. The minister 
of the colonies added that M. ijaroche ' 
was at one time the protege, of a high 
per.sonage, and referring to the railroads 
said tliat all I'rench schemes were based 
on the government guaranteeing the in- 
terest on the railroad shares, but the 
government would not think of granting 
concessions to a company which was in 
any way foreign. 

M. Gueysse, ex-minister of the colon- 
ies, justlBetl the judicial organization of 
tbe island which lie had initiated. He 
pointed out that JM. Michelin had spoken 
of English gold, but English, missionar- 
ies bad lieen the lirst victims of the dis- 
order. Important changes bad been 
made since M. Laroche left the island, 
and the present resident general of Ma- 
dagascar had not expelled any of tbe 
foreign inisHi(niuriea.

Wasiiin-gton, Dec. 7.— To tlje Congress 
of the United States: As the represen 
tativee dl the people in the legislative 
branch of tlie government, you have 
baen assembled when the strength and 
excellence of our free institutions and 
the fitness of our citizens to enjoy popu- 
lar rule liave Ijcen again made manifest 
A political contest involving momentous 
consequences, fraught with feverieh ap- 
prehension, creating an aggressi^'enesa 
so intense'aa to approach bitterness, has 
been waged throughout the land and 
determined by the decree of the free, in- 
dependent euffrage without tliediaturb- 
turbance of our tranquility or the least 
sign of weakness in our national struc- 
ture. When we consider these inci- 
dents and contemplate the peaceful 
obedience and manly submission 
which succeed«;d tlie heated clasli 
of political opinion, wo discern abun- 
dant evidence of determination on the 
part of our countrymen to abide by every 
verdict of the popular will and to be 
controlled at all times by abiding faith 
in the agencies established to direct the 
aflairs of the government. Thus our 
people have exhibited a patriotic dis- 
position which entitles them to demand 
trom those who undertake to make and 
execute their laws faithful and unsel 
fish service on their part. This can 
only be prompted by serious apprecia^ 
tion of the triist and confidence which 
the acceptance of public duty invites. 
The President then expresses regret at 
the unimproved condition of

" While," ho says, " no citizen of the 
United States in Turkey has thus far 
been killed or wounded, their safety in 
the future ia my no means assured 
Eflforts have not "been spared, and will 
not be, by the governmentor the United 
States minister at Gonataatinople, to 
protect our missionaries in Ottoman ter 
ritory." " 13ut," says the President 
" the deep feeling of sympathy whicli 
hns been arouaeci among the people 
ought not to BO far blind their reason 
and judgment as to lead them to demand 
impossible things. Adequate force for 
protection Viould," adds the President, 
" bp resented both by Turkey and the 

Eowers. Nothing will be omitted to 
ring about a prompt settlement of the 
claims for destruction to missionary 
property at Marpoot and Maraah." 
O^ope is expresaed that no obataclea will 
in future be interposed to prevent the 
escape from Turkey of all those who 
seek to avoid the perils which threaten 
them there and the present sombre pros 
pect in Turkey will not be long permit- 
ted to offend the aiftht of Cbristendom. 

CUr.AN' SITUATION. 

Conaiilerable apace is given to Cuba. 
Tiie President tinds it ditlicult to per- 
ceive that any progress has thus far 
been made towards the pacification of 
tlie island, notwithstanding Spain's 
strengthened determination to put down 
the insurrection. "There is much rea 
son to believe that the insurgents have 
gained in point of numbers, chara(!tor 
and resources, and are none the less 
inflexible in their resolve not to suc- 
corab without practically aecuring the 
great objects for which they took up 
arms. If Spain has not yet re-estab- 
lished authority, neither have the insur 
gents made good their title to be re 
garded as an independent state." The 
only civil government maintained is that 
by Spain, more or less imperfectly, in 
the large towns atul iinmediiite suburbs 
" It is reported, indeeil," the President 
proceeils, " on reliable authority, that 
un tlie demand ol the coinmiuuler-in- 
chief ol the insurgent army the putative 
Culwn goveniiiient has now given u|) all 
attempt to exorcise functions, leaving 
that govcriuiient confessedly what there 
is the best reason for supposing it has 
always been on the face, a novcrniut'iit 
merely on paper." Arguing from tli 
inability of tfie Spanish troops to bring 
about a pitched battle, the President 
points out that there is hardly a limit 
to tha time to which hostilities may be 
'prolo:iged, and the Spaniah antlioriti(^H 
seem to have imitated the insurgents iu 
t leir policy of a wholesale

that it may not be used bv their oppon- 
ents. At leaat from $30,000,000 to ifoO,- 
000,000 of American capital is invested 
in the island, and there is an immense 
trade between the United States and the 
island. Besides Cuban residents in this 
country, mauy of tlicui uaturali/.i'il, who 
have iironiolcd the iiisurri'clicjii by 
nieaus which llie laws aiul spirit <>i om- 
■ institutiouH caniiol reach, American 
citizens expreas tlieir syniriatlij' in many 
Hubdtautial ways, thus necessitating 
constant (!liuins by this country for the 
])n)tection of its citizens and for daiu- 
ages, now estimated at many millions' 
Thedematids made for according bel- 
ligerent rights to the insurgents, the 
recognition of their independence, the 
nurchase by the United States of the 
island, or the intervention by the 
United States, even at the cost of war 
with Spain, are all diamiaaed by the 
President. The restraint and patient 
endurance of the United States in regard 
to the conditions in Cuba are i)oiiiled 
out, as well as the respect and regard for 
Spain thus manifested by the American 
people. Finally, tiie President suggests : 
" It would seem as it Spain should offer 
Cuba a goriuino autonomy measure of 
home rule, which, while preserving the 
aovereigntvof Spain, would satisfy all ra- 
tional refniireiiients of Spanish subjects. 
There should be no just reason why the 
pacification of the islaml might iiM bo 
effected on that basis. Such a result 
would appear to be the true interest 
of all concerned. It would at once stop 
the eonflret which ia noiiv^ coneaming 
the resourcea of the island and making 
it worthless for whichever party that 
may ullimately prevail. It would keep 
intact the po'asesaions of Spain with- 



out touching her honor, which would 
be consulted rather than impugned 
by tha adequate redress of admitted 
grievances. It would put the prosperity 
of the islands and the fortunes of its in- 
habitants witiiin its own control, with- 
out severing the ancient and natural ties 
which bind them to the mother, aud 
would yet enable them to test the

under more favorable conditions. It has 
been objected to on the one aide that 
Spain should not promise autonomy un- 
til the insurgent subjects lay down their 
arms; on the other side the promised 
autonomy, however liberal, is insutlicient 
without the assurance of the plan being 
fuiaUed. 

But the reaaonableneas of the require- 
ment by Spain of unconditional surren- 
der on the part of the insurgent Cubans 
before their autonomy ia conceded, ia 
not altogether apparent. It ignores im- 
portant features of the situation, the 
stability of which for two years' dura- 
tion have given the insurrection its 
feasibility, its indefinite prolonga- 
tion, in the nature of things, and as 
shown by past experiences the utter and 
imminent ruin of the island unless the 
present strife ia speedily stopped ; above 
all, the rank abuse which all parties in 
Spain, all branches of her goverment, all 
her leading men, allow to exist, and at 
present have no desire to remove. Fac- 
ing such circumstances, to withhold the 
proffer of needed reforms until the par- 
ties demanding; them put themselves at 
their mercy by throwing down their 
arms, has the appearance of neglecting 
the gravest perils and inviting suspicion 
as to the sincerity and professed willing- 
ness to grant reforms. The objection on 
behalf of the insurgents — promised re 
forms cannot be relied upon — must, of 
course, bo considered, though wo have 
no right to assume and no reason for 
assuming that anything Spain under- 
takes to do for tlie relief of Cuba will not 
be done according to both the spirit and 
the letter of the undertaking. 

The President deprecates any assump- 
tion that Spain would fail in an obliga- 
tion unilertaken towards the insurgents, 
but, realizing the suspicions and pre- 
cautions on the part of the weaker party 
as natural, it was intimated by this gov- 
ernmtnt to the government of Spain 
some moDtba ago that if a

was tendered the insurgents and accejit- 
ed by them upon tlieguaranteeof its exe 
cution the United .States would endeavor 
to find a way, not objectionable to Spain, 
for furnisliiiig such guarantea. While 
there was no definite response to this in 
vitation, it ia believed to be not alto- 
gether unwelcome, while, as already sug 
gested, no reason is perceived why it 
should not be approved by the insur- 
gents. The frigndly offices of the United 
States in this or any other wa.y are 
the disposal of either party, and we 
should object to the acquisition of the 
island or interference with ita control by 
any other nation. 

it should be added that it cannot be 
reasonably assumed that the hitherto 
expectant attitude of the United States 
can be indetinitely maintained. While 
wo are anxious to accord all due respect 
to the sovereignty of Spain, we cannot 
view the pending conflict in all its fea- 
tures, and properly apprehend our iu 
evitaljly close relations to it and possi- 
ble results, without considering that by 
the course of events it may be drawn 
into such an unusual and un|)recedented 
condition as to lix a limit to our patient 
waiting for Spain to end the contest, 
either alone and in her own way or with 
our friendly co-operation. 

When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with Ihe inaargents becomes 
manifest, and it is demonstrated that her 
sovereignty is extinct in Cuba for all 
purposes of its rightful existence, and 
when the hopeless struggle for the re 
establishment of it has degenerated into 
a strife which means uotliinir more than 
the useless sacrifice of human life and 
tlie utter destruction of the very subject 
matter of the conflict, the situation will 
be such that our obligations to the sov- 
ereignty of Spain will ba sujierseded by 
higher ol^ligatiuiis, wliic^b we can hardly 
hesitate to recognize and discharge. He 
ferring to the choice of ways and methods 
until the time for action arrives, we 
should make them depend upon the pre- 
cise conditions then esisting, and they 
should not be determined upon without 
giving careful heed to every conaidera 
tion involving our honor and interest or 
the international duty we owe S;)ain 
Until we face the i^ontingencieg .suggest- 
ed, ur the situation is by other incidents 
imperatively changcil, we should con 
tinue in the Hue of conduct heretofore 
pursued, thus in all circumstances ex- 
hibiting our olxidieni'e to the reiiuire- 
mcntg of [)ublic la w and our retrard for 
the duty eujoint'il upon 113 by the posi- 
tion we occupy in the family of nations.

tics of the treasury department, the Pre- 
sident offers some BUggeations regarding 
the present tariff law aad ita operation, 
lie says: " Whatever be its shortcom- 
ings as a complete measure of tariff re- 
form, it must be conceded that it has 
opened a way to a freer and a greater 
exchange of commodities hotween the 
United States and other countries, thus 
furnishing a wider market for our pro- 
ducts and manufactures." 

Continuing,! the Tresident says: "I 
helieve the present tarill'law, if allowed 
a fair oj)portunity in the near future, 
will yieUl revenue, with reaaoiiahle econ- 
omic expenditures, to overcome all de- 
llciencies. In the meanwhile no deficit 
has occurred, or may occur, that need 
excite or disturb us. To meet any such 
deficit we have in the treasury, in addi- 
tion to a gold reserve of one hundred 
millions, a surplus of more than one 
hundred and twenty millions of dollars, 
apiilicable to the payment of the ex- 
penses of government, and which must, 
unless expended for that purpose, re- 
main useless, or if not extravagantly 
wasted, must in any event he perverted 
from the i)urpose of its exaction from 
our people. The jiayment, therefore, of 
any 

Di:i-ICIi;XCY IN THE IIKVKNTK 

from this fund ia only proper and legiti- 
mate. The government iij thus ap- 
plying a surplus has fortunately in the 
treasury the payment of the expenses 
not met by the current revenues, and it 
is not at all to be likened to the man 
livinir beyond his income, thus incurring 
a debt or encroachment on the principal. 
The president renews his former recom- 
mendations for the retirement of green- 
backs, by their exchange for long-term 
bonds bearing a low rale of interest, or 
by the redemption with the proceeds of 
such bonds. In default of this, he ad- 
vises that currency obligations, redeem- 
able in gold, whenever so redeemed, 
shall be cancelled instead of re-issued. 
Tins redemption would be a slow rem- 
edy, but would improve the present con- 
diiions. 

" The national banka should redeem 
their own notes. They should be al- 
lowed to issue a circular on the par value 
of the bonds deposited as security for ita 
redemption, and the tax on their circula- 
tions ahould he reduced to one-fourth of 
one per cent." 

The message concludes with the de- 
precation of the existence of trusts and 
an expression of the hope that the in- 
suHiciency of the present la>vs may bo 
remedied by further legislation, and a 
final appeal to congress for rigid econ- 
oiiij', " The way to preplexing extrava- 
gance is easy, but a return to frugality 
is diflicult."

Mr. Justice Drake llilluls in a Writ- 
ten Judgment Givlug 
His Views.

Some weeks a[ro when the qnestion of 
the constitutionality of the Small Debts 
court was dt'cltired intra virea by the 
Full court, a verbal judgment only was 
delivered without any reasons being 
given as the basis ol' the judgment, and 
a written decision was promised later. 
Yesterday Mr. Justice Drake lianded in 
hia written judntneut, which ia as fol- 
lows : 

" iiy tho tci ins of union the Dominion 
government contracted with this pro- 
vince to dulriiy tho aiilariea and iillow- 
ances of the jiult,'es of the .Superior and 
County or diatrict courts. I'nder the 
B. N. A. act tho tirovincc may e.Ktdu- 
sively make laws for the administration 
of justice, including the constitution, 
maintenance and organization of the 
civil and criminal courts. This includes 
the power to abolish existing courts and 
to establish other and dill'erent courts, 
with or without an enlarged or restricted 
jurisdiction. 

"At tlie time of confederation the only 
conrtH e.xiBtiiig in this province were the 
Supreme, County and Gold Coniiuia- 
eioners' courts. Jiy section lOli of the 
B. X. A. net the appointment of judges 
to the Superior, County and District 
courts ia veated in the Governor-General, 
and the obligation to pay tho saluriea 
and nllowancea of such judgea ia im- 
posed on tho parliament of Canada. 

" Unt neither the terms of union nor 
the principal act imposed an obligation 
on the Dominion to pay the salaries of 
any other judges than those tnentioned, 
or, as I understand the scope of the act, 
of any other judges except such as 
would fairly represent the courts men- 
tioned with regard to the extent of their 
jurisdiction , liecause the j)rovinco could 
not by aholiHliing tho existing courta 
and establishing others uiidc' a liiffer- 
ent nomenclature, with e(|ual jurisdic- • 
tioii, esca])ii from the snpieiiie power i 
vested in the tiovcnior-Gencral of ap- | 
pointing the judges. The obvious desir- 
ahilily of making tho higher judiciary | 
iiidcpondeiit of provincial politics ia 
self-evident. With regard to inferior 
courta with merely a local and restricted 
jurisdiction, the same reasons ilo not 
nave equal weight, lor the legislature 
must be presumed to act for and in the 
interests oi the province, and would 
properly safeguard the administration of 
justice by well considered liniitationa. 

" The B. N. A. act by sec. 101, gives 
power to eatabliah courts for tho ad- 
ministration of Can.idian law. This 
would only he exondaed in extronie 
cases siu'li as are not likely to arise. 

" The ijne.stii.n ia one of limited juris- 
dictiou up to .tlllilin cas(,'S of contract, 
and although the inat.'hinery for carrying 
on the court ia aimilar to the procetliire 
in force in the County court, it does not 
thereby make it a County or District 
court. 

"Tho chief argument addressed to US 
by Mr. Caaaiily waa that the appoint- 
ment of all the judges was an 
exercise of the Koyal prerogative 
and the Royal prerogative could not ho 
taken away without express words. That 
may undoubtedly he true, but tho lieu- 
tenant govurnora of the i)rovincea exor- 
cise tlier functions aa ropreaenting the 
Crown to the extent nocesaary for giving 
ed'ect to tho kuva wdiich every province 
ia entitled by section 92 oxcinaively to 
legiahito upon. This principle was clearly 
rocogruzed by tho Privy CouncH in the 
liiHiidation of the Maritime Hank ol Ca- 
nada and tho receiver general of New 
15ruiiHwick (C. A. ]>Sil2, -ydl). Therefore 
the appointment of justices of tho ])eace 
anil (itii)endiary mugiatratea ia within 
tho provincial prerogative. In tho case 
ofJagnonv. liailoy (2 Cartwright, .'^OO) 
a very similar case to the jn'osont, the 
majority of the court held that the es- 
tablishment of a court with a liinilod 
but not exclusive jurisdictfon was intra 
vires. 

" The disBonticnt opinions appear to 
be based on the ground that it was an 
interference with the prerogative of tho 
crown. At the time this case waa con- 
aitlered the case of the li(iuidatora of the 
Maritime liank, before referred to, hatl 
not been decided. 

'■ In hokling this particular act intra 
vires, I do not intend to lay ilown any 
strict lino of demarcalion hetweeu the 
courta over which tho Dominion govern- 
ment l"ivo the power of appointing and 
l)aying tho judges, and those other 
smaller and inferior courts which the 
provincial legislatures may eatablish. 
No line can be drawn; every case innat 
depend on tho particular circum- 
stances and will be dealt with when the 
neceasity to do so arises.

VERY' POSITIVE. 

Like other uewspar.era of the East the 
Montreal Gazette takes a lively interest 
in the construction of the railway 
through the Crow 'a Nest F.iss. Tiie 
Gazette believes that the conatruction of 
that road is a foregone conclusion. It 
must bo built and it will be built, Tiic 
only question that remains to be consid- 
ered is, who is to build it? Is the Gov- 
ernment of tlie Doniiaion to construct 
and operate it as a people's road? "Will 
the Canadian Paciflc be helped to build 
it ani3 work it as a part of its system? 
Or will some other company obtain the 
power to build it and the branches 
that will' be required to make it of 
use to the whole Kootenay country? 
Will the road end at Xelson or some 
other point in the niiiiinp; rej^ion, or will 
it be constructed to the Coast, giving 
its cities a short and direct route to 
Kootenay? 

The Gazette discusses these questions 
in a way that has all the appearance 
of iMjing disinterested and impartial. 
It is decidedly of opinion that the Cana- 
dian Pacific should build the road and 
operate it as part of its system. Itsays: 

The main point is that, if the proposed 
line is to be built at all, it is for the ad- 
vantage of Canada that it should be con- 
structed and otierated by the C.l'.lt. It 
ia of no u.=e except a.y an adjunct to the 
C.P.H. system, {liviiit; the Northwest 
and Eastern Canada iit-cess to the 
minin;; regions. It could, of course, 
be constructed aa a Guvernmeiit under- 
taking, and then handed over to the 
O.P.R., bat there would be no sense 
in that. The company could build it 
for less than the jrovernmfjnt, and it 
would be chea[)er lor the country lo let 
limm do so. The last Liberal adminis- 
tration tried I iovernment constructifui of 
Iho original C.i'.IL lino, and thecountry 
Ini.'j no wish to repeat the experience. II, 
witti Alexander .Mackenzie ^uardint,' the 
Treasury nii,'lit and day, ihere .still were 
KcainUils and extravairaiice, what would 
hai'pen with Mr. Blair as -Minister of 
Jiaiiways and Mr. .1. Israel Tarte as 
Minister of Public V.'orksV The Can- 
adian I'acilic Kailway will have to run 
the line, and it would be the best plan 
for the Canadian Pacific to build it. It 
might, of coarse, .be built as a Govern- 
ment undertaking and leased to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, but unless it, 
were a lease on conditions amounting 
nrin-tically to ownership, it would be a 
very undesirable arraiiiiement . As the 
above resolution i)(jints out, il will not 
be simply one line of niilway. .N'umerous 
hn-jnches will be needefl to make the new 
lineroally elloctive in fiiUillingita i)u rpose. 
What is aimed at is that, beaiderf briug- 
in}4 in Htipi)licf, the lint^ ohoiild iNslahlish 
liii'iUiK of liaiiHiiurt bi'Uvecti the mines 
!uid the Htiieltci',~, and thus jjeriuiL the 
working of low grades of <jres, which are 
;it present not utilized. Branch lines 
will be needed up the St. Mary river, to 
lioasland, to the mines on the Klk river, 
from the Columbia and Kootenay line 
between Robson and Nelson to the head 
of >Slocan lake, then again from Sandon 
to Naknap, giving connection with the 
main line at lievel.'itDke. Tlie-'-eaie 
only a few of llio branch lines 
which will bo heeded, not all at once 
of course, but exteinlini^ from year to 
year aa the district develo|)ea, which, 
at present, it is doing very ranidly. It 
Avonld bo out of tlie (jtiestion for the 
Government to build all these oranches, 
and the C, P. K. would not do it, nor 
would any other conii)aiiy, unlesH they 
had control of the main line, (joverii- 
ment construction -and operation may, 
therefore, be set aside aa " impractic- 
able and impolitic." 

The Gazette is of opinion that the 
C. P. R. would find it to its interest to 
continue the lino first to Boundary Creek 
and then to the Coast. It makes in 
this connection what may well be re- 
garded aa a very singular assertion. It 
is this : " There would be no advantage 
in giving this alternative route into the 
hands of another company." 

T)ie Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
( Jazctto continues, owns the main line, 
which is the only ai)i)roach from the 
East, to Medicine Hat, where the routes 



from Medicine ilat to MacLeod, which 
would form a consiilerablo portion of the 
new route. The Canadian Pacilic Rail- 
way is in possession of tho field. It has 
been given possession for the benefit of 
Canada, and its interests are identical 
witli those of the Dominion. It is only 
H question of making fair terms as to 
subsidy and such conditions as will sat- 
isfy local interests. That the Canadian 
Pacific Railway will have to construct 
and operate the line there is no manner 
of doubt. 

There are, wo have no doubt, many in 
British Columbia who will ein])halically 
dissent from tho Gazette's conclueions. 
.Some of them have contracted a violent 
prejudice against the O.P.R., and these 
persons will oppose the granting by the 
Government of any more power to that 
Company than it already posaossee. 
But this is a question that should be 
considsred without prejudice and with- 
out passion. What is best for British 
Columbia? should be with Brit- 
ish Columbians the main question, 
and with it should bo closely 
connected another question, which is: 
What is possible? No matter how much a 
British Colutnbian may hate the C.P.R., 
or how unwilling he may be to see it be- 
come more powerful than it is now, he 
should do hiq utmost to consider the 
question of the construction of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway without allow- 
ing himself to be inflitenced one way or 
tinother by any ferliiig he may entertain 
towards that corjioration. 'L'he question 
is one that retiuires a clear head and 
LMore knowledge than most persons 
possess to consider intelligently, and the 
man who desires to come to a reasonable 
conclusion with regard to it must 
be most careful and most coii- 
acieiitious in clearing his mind of 
prejudices and dislikes. It is a 
(luestion that will, no doubt, come be- 
fore tho people of this Province in a 
practical shape. In fact, schemes for 
constructing what must be the continua- 
tion of the Crow's Nest Pass Railway are 
already before the people of the Province 
and will soon be submitted to its Legis- 
lature. The necessity of considering tlie 
project aa a whole must strike every 
thoughtful man. Have the men in Brit- 
ish Columbia, best qualified to form an 
opinion on the subject, come to the cou- 
clusion which the Gazette of Montreal 
expresses so jiositively^ — " That the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will have to 
construct and operate the (Crow's Nest 
Pass) line there is no manner of doubt."

But before 
that time comes the world, we fear, will 
have been forced to learn many hard 
lessons, and will have to pay dearly for 
the mistakes it is making. In the mean- 
time boys must try to get rid of all false 
notions with regard to respectability. 
They must learn to feel that it is dis- 
rnputablo to eat the breail of idleness 
aud unmanly to be dependent when 
there is work of any kind to be had, and 
they must also see that it is worse than 
foolish to despise any work that is honest.

A SEniOUS QUESTIOX. 

Our respected correspondent " Pro 
Patria " propounds a riuestion of no or- 
dinary dlHiculty, and one that is giving 
])arfents almost everywhere, in every 
walk of file, much concern. How are 
our boys to jret employment seems to be 
the feature of the question that most 
immediately interests him just now. 
This, at first sight, seema to be a singu- 
lar tiiiestion to ask in a new country, in 
which there arc millions of acres to re- 
tlo.'in from tlie wilderness and which has 
other resources of incalculable value still 
undeveloped. One would think that 
there would be work enough for many 
generations of boys to develop the re- 
sources of the country. 

I'ifty years ago the boys of Canada 
were set to work to clear and cultivate 
the land, to build houses, to catch fish, to 
cut timber, to build and sail ships and 
to do the other work tliat was reiitiired 
in a new country. Tliey did it, and the 
result is — Canada as w e have it now. The 
amount of work that Canadian boys 
have done in the last three-quarters of a 
century is something astounding now 
that we look back upon it. To the boya 
who weio doing it, it apiiearetl at the 
tinio, we dare say, very elow and ex- 
tremely dull. Of course many of the 
boya during that peridd, prepared them- 
selves for the professions and for mer 
cantile pursuits and a very large 
j)roportion of them have done well. But 
the nurai)er of boys, who in the old time 
prepared themselves for employments 
in which manual labor was not necessary, 
appears to us to he proportionately 
smaller then it is at present. Boys then, 
generally, followed the occupation of 
their fathers as a matter of course. The 
fanner's son became a farmer, the bjjack>- 
smith's son learned his father's trade, 
and so of other occupations. liut it is 
dillerent now, few lads are content to 
Iji'gin life as their fatiiers anil their 
grandfathers did. 

The complaint ia that boys in these 
days are over-educated. This, we be- 
lieve, to be a mistake. Boys are not so 
much over-educated as they are wrongly 
educated. A well trained brain is a 
good thing for a boy or a man, 
let his occupation bo what it 
may. liut boya nowadays grow up with 
false iileas of what is "respectable." 
JIany of, them have imbibed the notion 
that the man who has to work with his 
hands for a living is not as " respect- 
able " as tlie man who earns liis bread 
in a more "genteel" way. The conse- 
(juence of this ia that many boys are on 
the lookout for some kind of work which 
will not dirty or harden their hands and 
at which they can at all times wear clean 
and well-fitting clothes. 

But in these days there are more boys 
wanting work of this kind than there are 
situations for them ; so wiien tho time 
comes for the hoy to leave scliool there is 
nothing for him to do. The towns are 
overcrowded and the boy who is oven 
willint: to become a mechanic finds it 
exceedingly diiUcult to get something to 
do.

Representative Public Bodies and Private 
Citizens Joiti ill Expressions of Sym- 
patliy and Regret. 

At two o'clock this afternoon those 
who bad known and esteemed the late 
GuB l-eiser for his many acta of iirivate 
benevolence aa well aa for hia energetic 
promotion of every project for the public 
gooti will meet at the finnily re.'jidence in 
Vates states to pay to him the last sad 
tribute of respect. In accordance with 
his own expressed desire, the otlicers of 
the A.O.U.W. will conduct the funeral 
services, although there will also be in 
attendance the members of the Masonic 
order and the Woodmen of the World, 
as well as of the City Council and the 
Board of Trade, both in their corporate 
capacities. 

Yesterday, as on Sunday, expressions 
of sorrow and of recognition of tin; city's 
loss in Mr. Leisev's death were every- 
where to be heard. The feelings of the 
Board of Trade were voiceil by nunieroiiH 
members at a meeting of the Coucil held 
in the afternoon, and at this meeting — 
over which iMr. T. S. Kiitidier presided 
in the absence of Mr. I). R. Ivor from the 
city, the folloiidng reaolution was unani- 
moualy adopted : 

" l-tesolved, that thia board having 
heard of the death of ita Vice- 
President, desires to express ita sincere 
regret at the lamentable occurrence, 
which is no leas a loss to the entire com- 
munity than it is to this board of trade, 
of wliich Mr. Leiser was bo prominent 
and useful a member.

Realizing that a business which means 
annually something like ^-100, 000, is too 
good to think lightly of or to be mon- 
opolized by Americana, aa it has largely 
been in the past. Messrs. Robt. Ward 
Ward it Co. and the Jleasrs. Dunaiuuir 
propose within a very few weeks to at- 
tract a great percentage of the shipping 
which now goes to Port Angeles and the 
PugetSouod ports, to Victoria. Tbereason 
of the tendency ot business in that 
direction has been the operation of the 
strong fleet of tow boats running out of 
Sound ports in opposition to the eiugle- 
handed but always busy Lorne. These, 
while the latter is ontiaged with a tow, 
olten secure two or three British Uoi- 
umbia bound vessels oil' the Cape. 
Messrs. Ward Co. a short time 
:igo experimented by chartering an Am- 
erican bottom known as the Astoria, to 
operated on tlio Sound. Tfiis boat they 
have since found to be unsuitable for 
the bnsiness, and now they [iroposo dis- 
pensing with her before the new year. 
The company is at present negotiating 
for four speedy and powerful tugs to join 
the Lorne and to make Victoria 
their headquarters. While all will 
be managed here, two will be 
directed to follow oat the line of work 
carried on at present by the Astoria. 
When seen last evening, Mr. W, A. 
Ward spoke enthusiastically on the sub- 
ject. He was not, he said, prepared to 
state what these new tugs would be, or 
where they would come from, but 
ho said it mignt bo that some 
of the vessels would come from the l')ast. 
They would have to be good or the com- 
(lany would have nothing to tlo with 
them. The whole achemo, Mr. Ward 
thought, would be consummated be- 
fore the end of January. When 
this fleet begins work there will 
probably be commenced one of 
the tiercest tugboat competition 
ever known on the Pacific Coast. It 
will be American enterprise versus Cana- 
dian enterprise, but with proper sap- 
port the new competitors enter the field 
with no fear for the future, bat rather 
with conOdence that merchantmen can 
be accommodated quite aa well in the 
Royal Roads or in Esquiinait as in Port 
Angeles or Poit Townsend.

Key "We^t, Dec. 7.— Steamer Whit- 
ney arriving brings Havana news in re- 
lation to Maoeo and Weyier. The pas- 
eengers Btivte that General Weyier was 
himHelf encnmped ten miles from Arte- 
uieaa, and his army was scattered along 
the trochiv and through the Pinardel 
Kio district. When Maceo retreated 
Irom Wovlor in his first c:im])iiiKn his 
phui waa'to surprise Weyier al the liret 
opportunity, iuid now Maceo has an 
army on either side of V/eylor and they 
are having daily akirniishea. Weyier is 
completely hemmed in anil if he attempts 
to move will be compelled to go to Arte- 
meaa. Small bands liave crossed the 
trocha into Havana district and are 
attacking' the outposts and villages in 
that province. 

Insurgents numbering 7,000 are en- 
camped in Havana province, twenty 
miles from Havana, who go to Maceu's 
aBBistance when needed. Spies in 
Havana are keeping the insurgents post- 
ed as to the movements of the Spanish 
troops. A movement is on foot to cap- 
ture Cieneral Weyier it he should at- 
tempt to go to Havana hy rail. Volun- 
teers from Havana are being sent to 
General Weyler'a relief. Ueretoiore 
these troops were used in defence of the 
city, which has been attacked almost 
every night, and on Thursday 250 Uubitii 
cavalry rode for two hours iiirougii the 
city. 

A most important and terrible battle 
is reported in a private letter to have oc- 
curred at Palacios, in .the province of 
Pinar del Kio. It is said that great 
forces of insurgents, strongly fortified at 
Torro heights, were attacked by a Span- 
ish column. Fierce lighting, cannonad- 
ing and musketry continued all day, the 
insurgents bravely defending their 
stronghold. The troojis were unable to 
capture the fortilication that day antl 
hoth sides sustained a great loss. The 
next day the Spanish columns were re- 
inforced by General Inclan, wh.o renewed 
the attack. The Spanish troops were de- 
termined to take the stronghold and 
simultaneously advanced upon the forti- 
fications. Iho inaurgeuts were finally 
dislodged from their position, their loss 
being fully 200. It is said that the 
Spanish troops lost 600. 

The steamer Triton, which was ex- 
pected to leave to-day, was hurriedly 
disnatched yesterday to Bahia Honda. 
On thia account many believe the re- 
ports widely circulated to the effect that 
on the night of December .'J sounds of 
musketry and artillery were heard in 
that vicmity. In oflicial circles it ia 
claimed that no news of an engagement 
lias been received. Col. Aldea recently 
sustained a light with the rebel leaders 
at Ferico. The loss of the insurgents at 
the present writing is unknown. Two 
ofDcers and thirty-six privates connected 
with the Spanish forces were wounded. 

The insurgents near Baracoa succeeded 
in capturing the pile driver Provenir and 
four of her crew. This boat was loaded 
with groceries destined for the troops at 
Vessels bay. The recent report ot the 
attack of the insurgents upon Guana- 
bacoa is said to have been false. Re-; 
ports received from all parts of Pinar 
del Kio indicate that great mortality 
follows the recent ejiidemics which are 
spreatling throughout tliat section. Ot 
all the diseases evidemic. in nature, 
cholera seems to be the only one wfiich 
has not visited that section. 

Hava.sa, Dec. 7. — Maj. Curahuada, of 
the San tjuentin battalion, dislodged 
several bands of insurgents near Punta 
Brava lhi.s morning after two hours' 
lighting. The insurgents left heliind fifty 
three men killed and a quantity of arms 
and ammunition. Many others were 
wounded. The troops lost one man 
killed and ten privates wounded. 

Lieut. -Uol. Aldea on Thursday last 
met the enemy on the heights of I'lUL'a- 
tory and after a fierce engagement from 
10 o'clock until 7 in the evening occu- 
pied the insurgent positions, afterward 
repelled an attack of their cavalry and 
passed the night in the insurgent camp. 
Tlie loss of the two columns of Spanish 
troops in this engagement was twenty- 
four soldiers killed and Lieuts. hodi- 
guerz and Piedmonte and forty-eight 
soldiers wounded. The insurgents are 
said to have lost about 300 men killed 
and wounded. 

Nbw Yokk, Dee. 8,— Cuban Delegate 
Palma has received a letter under date 
of November 5 from Calixto Garcia. Af- 
ter Gen. Garcia left Guayaraaro a heap 
of ruins, the letter says, the marcii was 
resume(l toward Puej'to I'rincipe. The 
forces of Garcia and tiome/. met about 
twelve miles from there at the village 
LaGora. In the presence ot both rirniies 
Gomez shoi/k Garcia's hand and con- 
gratulated him on his glorious victory. 

Thirty-one prisoners taken by the Cn- 
bins were delivere I under a llatr of 
truce to a Spanish column at i'^l I'aro. 
The Spaniards apparently had neither 
ambulances nor litters. When they re- 
treated from Guayamaro all the wound- 
el were tumbled into six small jolting 
carts and were driven hurriedly ofT the 
field without any of their wounds being 
dressed. 

A dispatcii from Madrid to the World 
says: Intense anxiety ia felt bv all 
classes concerning what President Cleve- 
land may say in his messaye abuiU Cuba 
and subsequent action hy the .Vnu^rican 
congress. In oflicial circles this anxietv, 
though suppresseil, i.s even keener than 
it is in unoflicial quarters. Most of the 
Spanish conservatives perceive that 
many people in Spain are inclined to 
believe that if President Cleveland's 
language is sufFiciently conciliatory to 
pave the way for an understanding be- 
tween Spain and the United States for 
an honorable settlement, implying no 
infringement of Spanish sovereignty in 
Guba, such an impression probaltTy will 
be made on the public mind anil on the 
court itself as ma}' induca Queen Chris- 
tiana to change the nreseiit war and re- 
pressive policy in Cuba for a more lib- 
eral one. The governnisnt will allow no 
demonstration wlien the news of the 
attitude assumed by the United States 
arrives, and the authorities are instruct- 
ed to act energetically.

OUE BOYS. 

To THE Editor : — For sometime I have 
been considerably exercised with the 
question, " What shall be done with our 
boys " in Victoria? Every six months 
a goodly number of them are turned out 
of the high school with a good education ; 
alter they leaveschool what is to l)e done 
with them? I happen to ho an employer 
of a large number of men and I am be- 
sieged almost every week with applica- 
tions from parents to get a position for 
boys, just to learn some branch of the 
business. I am told that wages are not 
fio much an object as to get an opportun- 
ity for them ot learning sonietluug prac- 
tical, so that in time they may be able 
to take their jilace amongst the paid 
hands. As the nature of our business 
does not admit of the employment of 
many boys 1 am obliged to give the for- 
mal answer that there is no room for 
them. I have in the various inter- 
views with the parents and boys 
tliemselvea learned with much sor- 
row that the difficulties of finding 
employment for boys in Victoria is very 
great indeed. Of the numorous trades 
represented in Victoria, very few are 
carried on where boys can conveniently 
be put on the staff as apprentices, even 
without jiay. Tlio business demands 
are not a))parently so extensive as in 
larger cities that call for learners. Mer- 
cantile oflices, law otlices and other 
oflices have been applied to, I am in- 
formed, witli the game result — " no 
room!" It ia really a jiity to see so 
many of our young lads going about the 
city in idleness. They are willing to 
work, antl many of tliem are willing to 
work at any kind of trade or handicraft. 
Of course there are many who do not 
wish to learn trades who are anxious to 
enter the learned professions and offices, 
and one can hardly find fault with their 
desires in this respect, especially if their 
natural inclination and ability lead them 
into this view. Perhaps some of your 
correspondents may be able to suggest a 
remedy? 

I'areliti are naturally anxious to keej) 
their boys at home, and it would be well 
to devise some plan whereby our rising 
generation will be prevented from aug- 
menting the already too large colony of 
Canadian young men across tiie border 
Pro. Patui.4.

More Evidence Put in as to the 
♦ Valne of the Sehoouer 
" Caroleua." 



Commissioners Beserve Decision on 
a Point Raised by the United 
States Consul. 



The evidence before the Behring -Sea 
Claims Commission yesterday was most- 
ly of a somewhat common-place charac- 
ter, though just at the close of the sitting 
another little argument took place be- 
tween the senior counsel on the British 
and United States sides upon a disputed 
point. 

Jlr. A. E, Milne, O.M.G., collector of 
customs of the port of Victoria, fur- 
nished a list of vessels that cleared for 
sealing in ISSO ; and Capt. ,1. I). Warren, 
who followed, cave liis idea of the value 
of tlie Caroleua at $4,000. 

Charles Spring stated that in Febru- 
ary or March, 1886, he saw the Caroleua 
at a trading post 200 miles up the Coast 
and she had landed auine goods there. 

Hon. Mr. Peters then for the pur 
pose of showing that seals were 
very plentiful in Behring Sea in 
.August, 1SS(), the month the Garolena 
was seized, began to read an affidavit 
presented by the Unilod States at the Paris 
tribunal, saying there was a migration 
of seals to llie ilehring sea in June, and 
that there were plenty of them in the 
Sea by July, 

Moil. Mr. Dickinsou objected to tliifl 
aflidavit being used as competent testi- 
mony in the present case, and said 
laughingly that whereas the affidavit in 
([uestion stated the seals then in tiie 
Behring sea were mostly female, he 
could bring affidavits put in by the Brit- 
ish side at Paris to show they were all 
males and pupa. 

Hon. Mr. Peters replied that his ob- 
ject was, not to show the sex, but to 
prove hy the aflidavits used by the 
United States themselves at Paris, that 
there were plenty of seals at the time the 
Caroleua was seized. He wanted to 
show that there were plenty of seals and 
that the Carolena would have made a 
good catch if she had not been prevented 
by seizure. 

lion. Mr. Dickinson remarked that 
even if there were plenty of seals, it did 
not necessarily follow that the Garolena 
could have caught them. Other elem- 
ents had to be taken into consideration, 
such as the ability of the Carolena's 
, crew. 

The commissioners took the point aii' 
der consideration until this morning. 



AT THE METROPOLITAN CHURCH. 

Rev. Mr. Cleaver's Sermons On the Life and 
Times of David to Conclude Next 
Sunday. 

Last Sunday morning's service at the 
Metrojiolitan iMethodist church being a 
memorial one in view of the death by 
drowiiins; of young Arthua Lane, libra- 
rian of the Sunday scfiool, and his com- 
panion, together with those of Mr 
Tliomnson, who lost his life in Sooke 
river, and the late R. Elford, was more 
than usually interesting. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that the sermon was 
•exceedingly appropriate and instruct 
ive. 

In the evening a fairly large congre- 
gation listened very attentively to Mr 

Cleaver's tenth sermon on the " Life 
and Times of David." The discourse 
commenced with a jiathetic description 
of David's grief and remorse for his ter- 
rible sin from the lime of its committal 
till the prophet Nathan delivered his 
soul-searching parable of the "one ewe 
lamb," which convinced the king that 
his previous crime had found him out 
The abject monarch was deserving of 
syiii[)athy at this juncture, because, as 
tiie [ireacher said, nothing was more 
pitiful than a uood man gone astray 
Two phases of sin were then enlarged 
upon, namely, judicial and national. A 
person, no matter how wicked, can 
by repentance obtain forgiveness 
This was the judicial aspect; but 
the consequences to himself and his 
posterity could not be obliterated even 
l)y a lifetime of weteping and regret. A 
drunken man reeling homu-.vard on a 
cold v.inter's night fell into the snow 
covered gutter and was gathered in by a 
Iioliceman. Xe.xt morning a magistrate 
might impose a fine or with a severe 
reprimand dismiss the i;ase ; btit it was 
found that the poor inebriate had hoth 
his feet frozen and was taken to th(! hos- 
pital, from which he emerged a few 
weeks later on crutches to the end of his 
days a cripple. In this case the judicial 
punishment was trifling but the natural 
results had to be borne all through life. 
Even so it is with the sins and wicked- 
nei-B of men. David's life jirevions to 
his great crime had been hedged tibotit 
with (iod's proteitting care and love; but 
after its commission the dread conse- 
i|nences at onee conimeni-ed to manifest 
themselves. Th(! di'ath of his infant 
child, the murder of bis eldest son by 
Absalom, the revolt and tragical death 
of this prince so noted for his manly 
beauty of person and other consequences 
of this one mad act were irra))hically and 
touchingly described ; as was also that 
king's guileless disposition as manifested 
in his charge to his captains on the eve 
of battle not to deal harshly with the 
wicked and erring Absalom. The dis- 
coiirse next Sunday evening will com- 
plete the series. Subject, " 'Ihe Last 
Days of the Old ICing."

ning design, At tho comers an indicated 
circle -I inches in the clear sliould bo 
filled with the main circular scrolls and 
leaf work. Tho inner celgos of these 
scrolls are indicated by the inside lino 
of buttonholing. In laying out this do- 
sign tho full size of tho pattern cure 
should be taken to get all tho lines .ic- 
curato so that tho corners may corre- 
spond. 

A ntimber of color schemes may be 
worked out satisfactin'ily iu a design of 
this nature, but a jdeasing result sug- 
gested will be obtained if tho button- 
holing i.s done in white, tho stems of 
the vino in a rich green, and the l(>af 
work in a liglitor green. It will be well 
to work the vine solid unless it shonld 
bo too heavy, and tho loaf work in out- 
line. Tho solid treatment in working 
the leaves is, however, very satisfaetoiw.

.4(lralraUy Court Decides Against 
the Seized Schooners " Ainolia," 
" Viva " and " Beatrice." 



The "Aurora" Awarded Costs But 
no Damages For Her Seizure 
in Behring Sea. 



The judgments in the cases of the 
Aiuoka, Viva and Beatrice, seized for 
being found sealing within the 60-mile 
prohibited zone in Behring sea, were de- 
livered in .\dniiralty yesterday by JudRO 
Drake. The court found that the vessels 
had been Bealin;» within the ])rohibite(l 
zone and that the defence set up as to 
stress of weather being the cause of the 
positions of the vessels when seized had 
not been satisfactorily established. He 
ordered the three schooners with their 
e(iuipnient condemned, hut jirovided 
that they be released on payment 
by each of X-100 and costs within thirty 
days. His lordship held that if vessels 
were allowed immunity on the plea that 
they pot into prohibited waters through 
accident, iunorance or mistake it would 
be impossible to enforce the Behring sea 
repulations. 

In the case of the schooner Aurora, 
which was dischai-^'ed the other diiy, the 
Court awarded the vessel costs but no 
damages, as Ilia Lordship lield tiiat 
there had been a reasonable cause shown 
for the seizure. 



TWO SilALLl'OX PATIENTS. 

A Yellow nagged Norwegian Steamer Makes 
Her Appearance at William Head. 

The Norwegian steamship Florida in 
command of Captain HaQEbh, arrived in 

Royal Roads on Sunday morning witli 
two cases of smallpox on board, for 
which she is now beiuf; detained in ([uar- 
antine. She came from Kutshimitei, 
Xorthern Japan, seeking, and upon her 
arrival !iad the yellow Hag flying. When 
Dominion Health Oflicer Dr. George 
Duncan inspected her ho found her 
without the usual bill of health, but 
this departure from ordinary rules was 
explained by Caiitain Hansen, that there 
were no authorities to be found at 
Kutshimitei. Dr. 1 luncan says the two 
patients have the disease very lightly, 
but they will be obliged to remain in 
quarantine until their complete recovery, 
when they will bediEiafectedand handed 
over to Captain Hansen. As for the 
ship, she has already undergone a thor- 
ough fumigation, but will be held under 
detention the full period of incubation 
from the date of the last expoaui-e, which 
was on Sunday. The Florida came 
originally from Manilla. Sin; has on 
board Mrs. Hansen, the wife of the cap- 
tain.

Macmillan Beiterates Charges 
Against Engineer Wilmot as 
a Question of Privilege. 



liesolutions Adopted Ile(?ar(ling 
Besideuce for the Admiral 
and Mill Test Facilities. 



Last evcning'B regular meeting of the 
city council wdiile considerably shorter 
than the average session, introduced a 
variety of business of considerable- inter- 
est and importance to the city, a portion 
of which has already been outlined in 
published notices of motion. Hia Wor- 
ship Mayor Beaven presided, and Aid. 
Partridge was the only absentee. 

Before the regular businoas of the 
week was taken up, the minutes of two 
previous meetings having been "taken 
as reatl " to expedite matters, 

Ai,]). Mac.mu.i.an addressed biuisclf to 
what be termed on rising, " a iiuestion 
of privilege." It had been stated at the 
council board, he said, and in thu daily 
press, that in view of the aeti(5n pending 
between himseK and the (dty engineer, 
it ill became him to eit at the aldermanic 
board when iiu|uiry was being made into 
the ollicial conduct of that oflicial. It 
w.is also suggested that tiiere were reme- 
dies, and that ii he C-Vld. Macmillan) 
persisted in his course these would be 
applied. At the eamo time Hia Worship 
the Mayor )iad eeea fit to characterize 
his conduct in this matter as " disgrace- 
fid." All these observations he 
interpreted simply as efforts toward 
intimidating him and depriving him of 
liis right to champion the interesla of 
the citizens as one of their represent.a- 
tives. lie proceeded to review the cir- 
cumstances of the closing of the Kock 
Bay and James Bay bridges after the 
tiueen's birthday tragedy, until their 
safety should have been established 
beyond question ; stated that Mr. Wil- 
mot, the City I'^nfineer, had shortly* 
after officially reported James Piay 
bridge to be " safe for all ordinary 
traflic "— on which report it was re"- 
opencd, and declared that afterwards, 
within two months of the presentation 
of this report, it was found that one 
portion of that bridge was resting on 
timbers eo completely rotten that their 
coudition could eoarcely bo other than 
lipparent to the most unskilled. In early 
.Vugust the work of strengthening the 
bridge in view of these dieclosurea was 
taken in hand. 

" All these facts were known to you, 
sir," he continued, addressing the May- 
or, "and what regard had you for your 
duty in the circumstanceaV It was your 
duty " 

Hero His Worship interposed a re- 
quest that the alderman confine himself 
to his question of privilege — which was 
not a debateable question. 

" You have said that my conduct vjas 
disgraceful," replied Ak'l. IMacmillan. 
"Now 1 propose to show that it was not 
my conduct, but your own, that should 
have been so referred to. My action was 
in the interest ol the public; can yours 
be said to have been?" He then pro- 
ceeded to quote from the statutes the 
definition of the ]SIayor's powers and 
duties, and to argue therefrom that 
the Mayor should have used his jiower 
in seeing to it that the city engi- 
neer was prosecuted and punished 
for his action as stated with 
rcL'ard to the James Bay bridge. 
This power had been taken advantage of 
in the Jorgenaen case, where only a 
matter of money was at stake; why 
then had it not been invoked when the 
lives and prc])erty of citizens were placed 
in jeopardy by the ii(>gligence or incom- 
petency of an official? 

" Your neglect toactinthis instance," 
ho further pursued, again addressing 
himself directly to the chair, "renders 
vou liable to the charge cjf direct ji.tr- 
"ti/.ansliip, to the charge of having 
screened a jiereon whom it was your 
duty in the iireinises to hav(> deidt with 
witii the utmost vigor. I simply want 
the public to look into your actions and 
into mine, and I allow them to judge 
which can the more properly be termed 
' disgraceful.' "

(lavs ago, in reference to an 
admiralty house, said that it resulted 
from the conference already held be- 
tween the municipal and provincial 
authorities, in compliance with the sug- 
gestion contained in the letter of the 
Provincial Secretary to thecouncil. Tlie 
council had no power, as the law at pre- 
sent exists, to devote funds tnward the 
e.stablishraent of an official residence for 
the commander-in-chief, no matter how 
desirable this might be, and it was for 
this reason that the concluding clause 
had beensodrawn. The action outlined 
would he felt sure be deemed advisable 
by almost all the board, and the motion 
as he presented it read thus; 

"Whereas it ia desirable that a resi- 
dence aliould be jirovided at or near 
Eaquimalc harbor for the use of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific naval 
station; and whereas the expenditure 
necessary to secure the same may fairly 
he distrihuted between the Federal and 
Provincial governments and the Corpor- 
ation of the city of Victoria; be it there- 
fore resolved that the Provincial govern- 
ment be reciuested to contribute towards 
the ab<ive object and urge upon the 
(_;overnment of the Dominion tlie desir- 
ability of granting assistance for the 
same purpose, and that the legielative 
assembly bo inoveil to enact such legia- 
latioii as will enable the municipal coun- 
cil of the city of \"ictoria to obtain and 
grant funds for expenditure for the eamo 
purpose, and further, that the represen- 
tatives of the city and district in tlio 
parliament of Canada and the legislative 
assembly of the province be also request- 
ed to use their inlluence to bring about 
the same objects." 

.\ 1.1). MAUoa.^NT objected to so much 
of the resolution as made the method of 
obtaining the necessary funds a matter 
for future consideration. He moved in 
amendment that tlie legislature bo asked 
to jiermit of a special assesshieiit of one 
mill in the dollar heiiitr levied, so that 
the matterniight be dieposedof once and 
for all if the eh^ctors so (.lesired. 

The amend iiient failed to find a sec- 
onder and the original resolution was 
adopted . 

.■\i.ii. Williams then presented this 
resolution, which AM. .Macmillan ae- 
coniled: "Tliat Hia Worship the 
Mayor call a special meeting of the 
council for Thursday evening next, at 8 
o'clock, in the committee room, to con- 
sider tiie advantage likely to accrue to 
Victoria by the establishment in the 
city of a plant for the purpose of testing 
large samples of ore, the worka to con- 
sist of a small emelter and stani]) mill, 
with chlorination works attached ; and, 
further, to lujiisider what assistance can 
be granted liy the city in aid of such an 
underta king," 

In explanation the mover said that 
his object in bringing the matter for- 
ward was to obtain a special meeting at 
which he might bring forward the im- 
portant i|ueHtion as to the benefit that a 
work or rather works of this class would 
be to the city of Victoria. He was not 
ready liimself to go into the matter to- 
night. It would, in fact, take several 
hours to go into the question. The 
establishment of works of this class 
could not fail to be of great advantage to 
the city. It was not generally known 
that there was to bo fourul on this island, 
within lifty miles of Victoria, immetiso 
bodies of ore, low grade, it was true, but 
the establishment of audi works as wore 
proposetl would lead to the bring of this 
ore to market. Smelters would he 
erected, ant! the city would he grently 
benelitted.
